1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's amendments and accompanying 
remarks filed on 01 /22/03. The amendment to the specification, drawings, cancellation of 
claims 5-17, amendment of claims 1-4 and entry of new claims 18-42 have all been entered. 
The Amendment to claims 1-4 overcomes the objections/rejections made in the previous 
office action, and the application is deemed allowable. 



2. Claims 1-4 and 18-42 are allowed and renumbered as claims 1-29.
